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THE ERICSSON CEREMONIES. 


THE programme we published last week of the 
proceedings attending the removal of the remains 
of Jobn Eriesson to Sweden was so very full that a 
detailed account of the occurrences of last Satur- 
day is hardly required. Everything conspired to 
give dignity to the occasion. The weather was de- 
lightfal, and nothing occurred to interfere with the 
excellent arrangements made by Admiral Braine 
and Captain Miller, under the orders of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Secretary Tracy was himself 
present. The Army was represented by Generals 
Howard and Sickles and Colonel H. P. Curtis, U. 8. 
Army, and besides these, Admiral Worden and other 
naval officers and the Mayor of New York, the 
attendants in carriages included Captain Ericsson's 
executors, the gentlemen who have assisted in his 
office, Messrs, Risley, Pollock, MacCord, Taylor, and 
Lassoe, and the members of the committee for the 
erection of a statue. The ceremonies at the ceme- 
tery were confined to the singing of Otto Linds- 
blad’s ‘“‘Stridsbaen,” or the war prayer of 
Sweden, by a chorus of Swedish societies. On 
the polished oaken casket containing the coffin lay 
the flag borne by the Monitor during the fight with 
the Merrimac, March 9, 1862. <A battalion of ma- 
rines, nearly 300 strong, were drawn up opposite 
the entrance to the cemetery. To their right was 
the 13th New York Regiment Drum Corps. The 
Navy-yard band was stationed at the head of the 
street. Down the thoroughfare as far as the eye 
could reach civic societies were drawn up ia line, 
with flags and banners, ready to join in the proves- 
sion from the cemetery. A hearse with four black 
horses was just without the gate and behind it was 
a line of carriages for the guests. As the song 
rose on the air a squad of six blue jackets in com- 
mand of a midshipman marched into the cemetery 
and took a position beside the casket. The old 
Monitor men fell in behind them. After the sing- 
ing the blue jackets bore the casket to the hearse. 
The marines presented arms and with solemn music 
and the beating of muffled drums the funeral pro- 
ceszion started. 

Along the entire route of the procession, pearly 
three miles, crowds lined the sidewalks, filled the 
windows, and occupied the most available positions 
for sightseeing, watching with decorous attention 
the movement of the funeral procession. No such 
gathering has been seen in New York City upon a 
similar occasion since Gen. Grant was laid to rest. 
Buildings were appropriately draped, and there was 
a general display of flags at half mast on public 
and private buildings, and the Swedish colors of 
blue and orange were everywhere displayed. It was 
a solemn and impressive spectacle. Toe number of 
persons in line is estimated at over 6,000. The 
Swedish division, composed of members of various 
societies, formed an important portion. 

A noteworthy feature of the parade was the ap- 
pearance of these Swedes. Stalwart, vigorous, intel- 
ligent looking men, they gave a high idea of the 
average quality of Ericsson’s countrymen. Ar- 
rived at the pier the remains were transferred to 
the Ninaand taken, with the Secretary of the Navy, 
the naval officers accompanying him, and those 
specially invited, to the Baltemore. Others accom- 
panied the party upon the Catalpa. A heavy tackle 
was lowered and straps placed around the casket. 
The guests and the officers of the Baltimore as- 
sembled on the quarterdeck of that vessel, and the 
casket was hoisted on board. A bier covered with 
the American ensign was on the quarterdeck, and 
upon it the casket was placed. The marines pre- 
sented arms, the drummers gave three ruffles and 
the buglers sounded as many blasts. Secretary 
Tracy, Admirals Worden and Braire and Mayor 
Grant then stepped forward. The waters of the 
bay were covered with steamers crowded with peo- 
ple. A fleet of national war ships lay extended in 
along line. The flags of three admirals flew from 
three different flagships anchored in the line—Ad- 
mirals Gherardi, McCann and Walker. Here and 
there graceful steam yachts were moving about, and 
off Pier A lay a flotilla of more than thirty pulling 
boats and steam launches from the men-of-war. 
Everywhere on land and sea, on houses, forts and 
fleet, flags were at half mast. 

Everything was quiet upon the Baltimore. Geo. 
H. Robinson, executor of the Ericsson estate, faced 
Oapt. Schley, who had taken his station near the 
head of the casket, and delivered the following ad- 
dress on behalf of the executors: 

Capt. Schley: In the nation’s tribute to our illus- 
trious dead the simple duty falls to us to yieid to the 
claims of his motber country, that she may again 
receive her son. We send him back crowned with 
honor; proud of the life of 50 years he devoted to 
aaa and with gratitude for the gifts he gave 

Was bea dreamer? Yes. He dreamed of the prac- 
tical et of ecrew propulsion, and the com- 
merce of the world was revolutionized. He dreamed 
of making naval warfare more terrible, and the 
Monitor was built. After one trial, ata wost criti- 
ca! period of this nation’s history, where were the 
navies of the world? The Lonaon Times said: 
‘*England bas no navy.” Again he dreamed, and 
the Destroyer, with its submarine gup, was born. 
He dreamed of hot air, and bebold ten thousand 
gaioric engines, He dreamed. of the sun’s rays in 
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sandy deserts, where water was bard to get. and the 
solar engine came, and so he dreamed and worked 
for 70 years. _ 

He bore the strain of unremitting toil, and i at the 
end his last words were: “This is rest.” Well 
earned, benefactor of the world! 

To you, Capt. Schley, we commit these remains. 
The honorable duty is yours. Deliver them to his 
native country. We keep his memory here. 


Capt. Schley then advanced a few steps and re- 
plied as follows: 

To the Executors of the John Ericsson Estate: 

GENTLEMEN : The officers and men of this splendid 
cruiser regard their assignment by the honorable 
Secretary of the Navy to the sacred duty of con- 
veying these honored remains of the late John Erics- 
son to their home in Sweden with peculiar pride and 
pleasure. It will be their bounéen duty to watch 
yver and guard them with an interest that is in- 
creased by the fame of this great map, whose part 
during the most important epoch in our history is 
so widely understood and so justly appreciated by 
our people. Ericsson’s genius created a new instru- 
ment of war, and it is not too much to say the latest 
modern battleships are but modifications in one 
form or another of his original idea as perfected in 
the little Monitor. The Navy which we represent 
will be a proud that their brothers in arms have 
been selected to perform this last sacred duty. And 
you need no assurance from me that this mission 
will be dutifully and lovingly performed. 

Admiral Braine then stepped forward and ad- 
dressing the commander of the Baltimore, said : 

Captain Schley: I believe you are anxious to get 
under way now as soon as possible. With tbe permis- 
sion of the Secretary of the Navy the ceremonies 
will now be completed and vou can start at once. 

After leaving the Baltimore Seeretary Tracy 
went on board of the Desputch, where his flag was 
hoisted. As soon as the Baltimore had been 
cleared of all visitors and guests the casket contain- 
ing the remains of Ericsson was taken aft on the 
spardeck and secured toa plain catafalque, where 
it will be carried while at sea. At the request of 
the King of Sweden Secretary Tracy changed the 
sailing orders of the Baltimore, so that she will 
deliver the body at Gothenburg, the principal port 
of Sweden, on the west coast, instead of at Stock- 
holm, as originally intended. A guard of honor 
will be kept on duty on board of the Baltimore 
while she is en route to Sweden. 

Shortly after 4 o’clock the Baltimore hoisted her 
despatch flag. The anchor was lifted and a few 
minutes later the vessel started ahead. Salutes 
were fired on every side as she steamed down the 
bay. Every warship in port, including the monitor 
Nantucket, saluted the Swedish ensign with 21 
guns, and the forts in the harbor added their salvos 
to the general chorus. The Baltimore proceeded 
to sea, and the other warships remained at their re- 
spective anchorages in the upper bay.

The board then proceeded to practically compare the 
method of mounting and dismounting the 44 inch siege- 
gun witb gio, as devised by Sergeant Eugene McCarty, Bat- 
tery A, lst Artillery, aod the drill arranged therefor by Cup- 
tain BE. Van A. Andrues, Ist Artillery, ¥ ith the method laid 
down io Tidbuall’s Manual, paragraph 490, page 3 

‘Lbe board found that the essential modification in the pro- 
posed method consists in the use of the trace-rope as a sling 
and the manner of lasbiog it to the gun for that purpose. 

The board tounu tbe proposed method to be a most excel- 
lent one, and preterable to the one laid down in the manual! 
oo account of the rapidity and ease of its execution, its 
safety, and its economy of material. as it dispenses with the 
use of the heavy s'ing. The drill, as arranged for the 
mapceuvre by Captain Andruss, seemed to be satisfactory. 

The board found that a trace rope of the lengtb laid down 
in Tidbalt’s Manual, viz., thirty feet, is not long enough, 
and that it sbould be tuirty-nine feet in length, 

As the thirty-foot rope is almost always found to be too 
short, it is believed that the change in length indicated 
would be of genery! advantage.

Recent Behring Sea 
questions have drawn attention to it, and [ think if 
a new bill was to be framed decidedly larger appro- 
priations could be got and think there wil! be larger 
ones wade next winter. The present bill appro- 
priates for gun and mortar batteries at San Fran- 
Cisco $260,000, aleo $400,000 for mortars, with the pro- 
viso that one-fourth of them be constructed on the 
Pacific coast.”

COURT-MARTIAL CASES.

“ The evidence is thought to be not —_ sntticient, in view 
of the conflicting tes'imony, to justify the upproval of the 
findings and sentence. Tb? prisoner was thought to be 
drunk because he siept througb an inspection of the guard, 
and Saggeees somewhat and was dazed when suddeoly and 
violently waked. But there is no evidence of his being seen 
to drink, and no one detected a smeli of liquor on bis 
breath. His past character is against his innocence, but a 
doubt exists in the present case, of which he is entitled to 
the benefit. The findings are therefore disapproved, and 
the prisoner will be returned to duty.” 








NEW GUARD MANUAL. 
To the Editor of thg Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir is unfortunate that before the new manual was ac- 
cepted, it was not put before a board of officers. The views 
of any one officer ought not to be 4" for any guid- 
ance. In looking over it casually, the following are fouad : 
Par. 390 says the detail for flag about to be boisted or low- 
ered consists of one N.C. O. and two privates, the latter 
with side arms or beits. Custom of Service has always re- 
quired the twu privates to be armed; why dispense with 
this, and allow the flag to be guarded by two men with bayso- 
nets only ora belt? Par. 369 requires to fire the guv one 
non-com. officer and one or two privates, so that to boist the 
flag and fire the gua two non-commissioned officers and tour 
Drivatcs appear, and a smal! guard is left at guardhouse for 


uty. 

Par. 152 requires a cavalry orderly to be equipped with bis 
sabre, and yet General Orders No. 73, 1884, says the sabre 
shall not be worn for dismounted duty, and yet the orderly 
wi'l bave to carry it around all the same. 

Par. 179 says a Cavalrymau armed with sabre in chalieng- 
iog comes to * guard” without rawing left hand, and yet in 
hia tactics he is taugbt to raise his hand, so that there are 
bow two guards. 

Par. 216: * * “If answered officerof the dsy and officer 
of the guard, he advances one; * whereas the proper way is 
to advance the junior, the principle being out io 
Par. 219 by advaocing the senior. 

Par. 254 puts the stable guard directly under the troop 
commander and it is not mounted, as is the custom with the 
main guard, and then marched to stabies. The question is, 
who is going to see at night that duty is properiy done—is 
the troop commander expected to visit bis guard after mid- 
nght or let matters take their chances? The custom of the 
Service is for the officer of the day to visit their guards at 
bight end to see duty is properly performed. There are so 
many changes and variations that it is unfortunate a board 
bad not been ordered on this matter of guard duty, which 
is now being discussed,and will not be accepted with the 
authority it might bave bad from a board of experienved 
officers of the three arms of the Service. **

PorTsMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 7, 1890. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I aM very much obliged to you for answering my last 


question in your paper. It appears that a marine does 


not ver oe benefit of the act whereby aa Army man can 
Sree nor feiss Many Renaonig cine Tose coe 
stand how it is that as econ as a marine goes abourd a ship 
he is entitled to a $9 ration, but as soon as he leaves the ship 
and returns to the barracks bis ration does not amount to 
over half of thatsum. Tie marines on shore are the worst 
fed of any branch of the United States service. Another 
thiaog, the Army soldiers have springs and hair mattresses, 
while the marine has nothing but an iron cot with a straw 
tick. D. E. D. 

The acts of Congress approved Feb. 9, 1889 and 
June 16, 1890, entitled, respectively, ‘‘an act to 
provide for the deposit of the savings of seamen of 
the U. S. N.,” and ‘‘an act to prevent desertions 
from the Army and for other purposes,” having 
been referred to the Attorney-General for decision 
as to their applicability to the U. S. Marine Corps, 
he has decided that the first does not apply at all, 
and that Section 1 only of the last-named act is 
applicable to the Marine Corps. The paymaster of 
the Marine Corps has accordingly been directed to 
retain from the pay of all men enlisted subsequent 
to July 1, 1890, the sum of $4 per month for the 
first year of enlistment, as prescribed in the act, 
except re-enlisted men. Here is another illustration 
of how the poor marine 1s treated when it comes to 
givivg him the benefit of any desirable laws relat- 
ing to the Army or the Navy. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral holds that Section 1 of the desertion act re- 
lating to the extension of $4 per month during the 
first year of enlistment is applicable to the marines, 
because this provision is, in his opinion, an ex- 
tension of Sections 1281 and 1282, which have 
hitherto been applied to the Marine Corps. This 
may be sound logic, but it is certainly unjust 
to deny these men all the desirable features of the 
new law and to apply the most objectionable. It 
would seem tobe high time that something was 
being done through the medium of the courts, or in 
the way of legislation, to define the status of the 
marine as to his rights under existing laws relating 
to enlisted men of the Army and Navy.. 








IT is apparent that the section of the act to pre- 
vent desertions authorizing discharge by purchase 
will not be a dead letter, even though the benefits 
are denied the recruits or first-year men. This is 
shown by the fact that about 20 enlisted men have 
already come forward with their cash, and have se- 
cured therefor their discharge papers. About a 
dozen of the so-called veterans have taken advan- 
tage of paragraph 2 of G. O. 81, which allows dis- 
charges, by way of favor, to those who have served 
10 years and more. The effect of the provision 
allowing discharge after three years’ service will 
not be known for some weeks, as these discharges 
are made by department commanders, and their 
returns will not be made until the end of the cur- 
rent quarter. The first quarter’s returns are

ACOORDING to the accounts, official and otherwise, | 
telegraphed from San Francisco, the new cruiser 
San Francisco is now the fastest cruiser of the new 
Navy. The president of the trial board reports tbat 
her mean speed for the four hours’ trial was 19.7 
knots, with slight increase for current allowance, 
which has not yet been determined. The con- 
tractors have telegraphed Chief Engineer Melville 
that 19.75 will probably be the average when pro- 
per allowance for current is made. Allowing only 
19.7 knots, as first reported, her speed is 3 one- 
hunéreths greater than that of the Philadelphia. 
According to the patent log, the Sun Francisco 
made an average of 20.45 knots, being 35 one- 
bundredths in excess of the Baltimore, whose speed 
was calculated by this method. The Navy has 
good reason to feel proud of the success of this 
vessel. She is the first of the pew cruisers, since 
the Roach vessels, designed both machinery and 
hull by the Bureaus of the Navy Department. - She 
is in every sense an American vessel, and her de- 
sign the result of the skiil and talent of our owp 
officers. 











Ir is possible that tbe decision against the allow- 
ance of sleeping car fare for officers travelling on 
land grant railroads may be set aside. It is not 
unlikely that the Second Comptroller will reverse 
his ruling, or rather his preliminary statement of 
opinion, for until the accounts come in for adjust- 
ment no formal decision can be made. It has been 
demonstrated to him by Gen. Cutcheon, who 
drafted the new mileage law, that it was clearly 
the intention of Congress, in remodelling the old 
law, to provide sleeping car accommodations over 
all roads, whether transportation was furnished by 
the Quartermaster’s Department or not. 


On Monday next, Sept. 1, the President’s order 
of Aug. 8, making changes in and assignments to 
division and department commands goes into effect.

THE NEW INFANTRY DRILL CRITILCIZED. 

Lispt.-Cox.. THomas FE. EpMANDS, a veteran of our 
civil war, furnishes the Boston Globe with some 
criticisms on “The New infantry Drill Regula- 
tions.” He finds in the work many things showing 
an inability on the part of the Board to break away 
from false principles. Specific criticisms are as 








follows: 
The about face is to be executed on the right heel, diffi- 
cult and ciumsy, and a violation of unitormity. The 


* about” should be executed on the left heel also. It would 
be better still to prescribe that it should be effectea by two 
laces to the right, making pauseenough only between them 
to steady the recruit. 

The se.ting-up exercises, paragrapb 30, may be all very 
well asa gymouastic course, but they are all so voluminous 
—there are 17 of them, each Containing trom three to six 
motions—that they are not practical, and will, as an inevit- 
able consequence, be neglected. 

The aistinction between cadenced and uncadenced manual 
is not sufficiently sharply drawn. The cadenced portion 
belongs to ceremooies, und is only impurtant as a portion 
of the soidier’s peace discipline. be uncadenced portion 
is important, because it belongs to him asa fighting ele- 
menis, and to logistics. 

The unnecessary orders to “carry arms” and “ present 
arins are retained. 

Time and space are wasted in the orders about bayonets, 
which bave been obsolete these thirty yeurs or more. 

Kueeling and lying down—paragraphs 69 to 76—are de- 
scribed in a complicated maoner. There is too much 
attempt to get the men to do something they never wii do 
when they must iie down to save their lives. As for kneel- 
ing, it would ve much better and more practicable, although 
not perbups as elegant, to say squut, ior that is what the 
men will do if lett to themselves. Ihe tactical n of 








“ kneel ” isa very fatigwing one, as all infantry rs 
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know, and all infantry instructors also know that in nine 
cases out of ten on the skirmish line, when kneeling is pre- 
scribed, the men dont't kneel at al! unieas they are bellowed 
at; they squat. No skirmisber in action is going to kneel 
when he cap lie down, and if be is advancing firing be cer- 
tainly is pot going to go through the tactical wrench of 
kneeling—he will squat and fire rise up and wo ahead. 

The “ loadings und firings” are a disappointment. First, 
it is not easy to see why, if we say “* . arms,” “ port, 
arms,” etc., we should pot say “ load, arms,” “ reacy, arms,” 
“aim, arms,” “ fire, arms.” Certainly uniformity requires 
it. The principle should be — to the loadings and 
firings above aii other things in manual, where steadi- 
ness = care and deliberation are more needed than at any 
other time. 

Stack arms with bayonets, paragraph 103, should be ex- 
punged, for the simple reason that it ruins the rifies. It is 
cruelty to a soldier to expect him to bea marksmanif the 
barrel of bis rifle must be sub ito the wrenching tbat 
may come to it, carones no fault of his, in stacking arms by 
ey to say nothing of the injury which may be done 
to bis front sight. The company movements seem over- 
loaded and unnecessarily complicated. 

Col. Edmands condemns strongly the retention of 
Col. Upton’s “pernicious system of fours,” of which 
he says: 

A system fit only for parades and ceremonies, and abso- 
lutely unfit for war, unless, by some sort of gyn the 
Government of the United States can make all the nations 
of the earth agree that no more bal! cartridges sball ever 
again be fired in battle. 

fsuch an agreement can be made, then Upton's fours, 
with their mathematical prettiness, will be nice and com- 
fortable; but untiksome such miracle makes grim visaged 
war as mild asa militia parade, our Army needs a system 
containing no such cardinal wes kness. 

The soldiers who fought in the late war looked upon U 
ton’s beok with amazement. Many protested against it. 
None were listened to, and so it stood,a lucrative copy- 
fMigbtto its author,a boon to Masonic bodies and pubiic 
schools. a grief and disappointment to soldiers, 

No pation ever threw away such an opportunity as bad 
the United States at the close of the War of the Rebellion to 
crystallize into a complete system of instruction for the 
troops the experience of the immense armies, North and 
South, which bad taugbt the world how to figbt. Germany 
alone profited by the example, and never, by the way, gave 
us any credit for it either. It issad to look back and see 
what a comperison the German drill book of that time bore 
to Upton's book. 

The knowiedge of the impracticability of what he had laid 
down ultimately killed Gen. Upton. He realized that he bad 
invented sometbiog that was a positive danger to the Army 
in the time of battle. 

The only advantage that ever could be claimed for the 
Upton fours, was that they did away with the old “inver- 
sion mvuvements."" The simple fact is tne old inversion 
movements did away with themselves, They were obsolete 
before Upton wrote his book, just as his book was obsolete 
when be got it written. 

Now this whole matter of inversion is a bugbear born of 
the conservative ‘ingrained false notion that a front rank 
must always be in front,and that everything will be upset if 
the right becomes the left, and soon. Buta tittle refiec- 
tion, especially a little practice, will show auy officer who 
has not lost bis wits, thatit does not make any difference 
wh'ch way bis men face, provided their facesare toward 
the enemy, or where bis right or his left is, if his ranks are 
closed and his men steady. 

When Ur‘on’s fours were formed they presented exactly 
the same appearance as Hardee's fours. Upton’s fours bad 
to be counted. Hardee’s tours could be formed easily witb- 
out counting. Asa matter of fact in many regiments of the 
Army the men were regularly drilled in torming them witb- 
out counting, so that in action where it was necessary to 
close up the gapsand there was no time to count the men 
might form the fours from the rigbt to the left without 
counting and without confusion. There was no trouble in 
doing this. 

Hardee’s method of flank marching stood the test of a 
long war in both armies, North and South, and it did not fail 
them. Itis known to be safe and quite practicable. 

Upton’s system of fours bas never been used in battle 
where armies bave faced each other. It has an inherent 
weakness patent to all; itis dangerous and ought not to be 
longer retained, 

Therefore the writer suggests that the Hardee system of 
flank marching be revived and applied in our pew tactics. 


{t certainly would be well to thoroughly consider 
Upton’s system of forming fours before committing 
ourselves to its further application, and we should 
be glad to learn what others have to say upon this 
subject. 








IRON SHIP BUILDING PLANTS. 


Tue Chief of the Naval Bureau of Construction, 
Chief Constructor Theodore D. Wilson, bas recently 
made a visit of inspection to the Bath (Me.) Iron 
Works, where cruisers Nos. 5and 6 are being built. 
Ina conversation with a reporter of the Boston 
Herald he gavea very interesting statement con- 
cerning the results of bis visit, saying: 

These men have startedin right, All their ma- 
chinery and appliauces are capable of handling the 
heaviest work they will ever te called upon to do, 
and when they have completed their plant they 
will have one of the finestin the world. Their fur- 
naces are especially noticeable. The Government 
has nothing better; and, indeed, they have had the 
advantage of knowing just what we have, and a 
chance to make any possible improvements. Then 
their ships rolls can bardly find duplicates in use 
anywhere; and this seoms to have been their plan 
of procedure througbout—in their shops, their lofts 
and their machinery. They have takeo just the 
right course in this, for had they put io a plant for 
moderate sized vessels, they would have had to make 
changes for heavier work, but now they are read 
for anything. I must say { am highly pleased wit 
the thoroughness with which everything ix being 
done ip preparation for this work. It has been the 
impression of Loy people, who do not understand 
the matter, that there would besome difficulty in 
getting the ship carpenters to change from wood to 
steel. This isa great mistake. It is the experience 
of the Cramps, the Roacbes and Union lrou Works, 
of San Francisco, that these men make the very 
best of workmen on steel bulls. All they want is a 
little breaking in and that is easily done. I think the 
Government is really doing something of this nature 
now. inthe civil war, we had all our yards busy 
and then couldn't get the vessels we wanted. ow, 
by encouraging these private enterprises, establish- 
ing iron shipbuilding plants in various purts of the 
country, we are putting ourselves in a position 
where we can meet any emergency. We have hard- 
ly the beginning of a navy now, and there must be 
many more vessels built. The people will demand 
it. have not the jeast doubt but that you will 
meet with full success here, and it is my opinion 
that it will not be long before other plants will be 


established ‘here, You have an advantage in your 


Se 


workmen, who are pot transient, but have homes 
here, and in wages, which more than make up for 
any slight disadvantages in freight, an item so smal! 
as to be really of no consequence. 








Tue London Engineer of Aug. 8, discussing the 
“Subordination of Engineering in the Navy,” says: 
“In order to understand the meaning of this pro- 
posal it is necessary to note that the executive con- 
trol, or command on board a man-of-war, is vested 
in the hands of the commanding officer, or captain, 
who has served successively as a cadet, midship- 
map, sublievtenant, lieutenant, and commander, 
before reaching the rank of captain. The officers 
who compose those various grades are known as 
the executive or military branch. * * * Officers 
of the civil branches, i. ¢., surgeons, accountants 
end engineers, take rank relative to those of the 
various grades of the military branch, according to 
service, but whatever grade an officer of the civil 
branch may hold he can under no circumstances 
assume command. Rank may therefore be re- 
garded as worthiness to be respected; and while it 
conveys no sort of title to assume command among 
officers of military branches, in the case of the ex- 
ecutive branch command and priority of rank go 
together. The engineer officers have frequently 
urged that the degree of relative rapk couferred 
upon them is, in some respects, unsatisfactory apd 
inconsistent with their duties; those who oppose 
their view accuse them of aspiring after gold lace. 
Such criticism would seem entirely inadmissible. 
The bestowal of rank in the public service should 
depend upon the degree of public importance and 
responsibility arising from the duties of the office 
held. Considerations of personal aims and arpira- 
tions should on no account be admitted. * * * 
The vast changes in methods and requirements 
of that large proportion of the personnel of the 
fleet which are the outcome of the advance of 
engineering science of moderu timer, should bave 
entirely altered the earlier lines of administration. 
We should feel more hopeful of the future of our 
fleet if there were some signs of recognition of 
these changes at Whitehall. That the needs of the 
engineer branch should be entirely at the discretion 
of a naval or seaman Lord of the Admiralty who, 
however good his intentions, can bave but very 
limited ideas for the internal economy and working 
of the department he administers, is a matter for 
serious public concern. However competent for the 
niastery of details of the duties of the seamen and 
gunnery portion of the fleet his training and experi- 
ence may have made him itis a matter of grave 
doubt whether a sufficient degree of immediate 
readiness for war can be maintained amoug the men 
of the steam branch in the absence of any attempt 
at preparation or training fer their special duties, 
under such an insufficient administrator. Tbe present 
unnatural subordination and want of appreciation 
of engineering duties shown by the authorities seem 
to be the penalty of the growing and vital import- 
ance of the engineering branch. Only when the 
executive learns to regard the engineer as bis most 
valuable and trusty coadjutor, rather than bis rival 
in the scale of importanee, will the present deplor- 
able and dangerous relations between these two 
priucipal branches of the service cease,”’ 








AsvusstituTe for the bill pendingin the Senate 
providing for the transfer of the Revenue Marine 
from the Treasury to the Navy Department bas 
been introduced by Senator Sherman. Under its 
provisions the Secretary of the Treasury is author- 
ized to place on waiting orders, with waiting orders 
pay. any officer of the Revenve Marine who is to- 
tally disabled or who is 62 years of age or who has 
served 40 years. If the disability of any officer be 
not incident to his service he may be placed on 
waiting orders on half pay or dropped from the 
rolis, with a year’s full pay. Officers of the Revenue 
Marine shall be allowed 10 per centum of their cur- 
rent yearly pay for each term of five years of 
service, but the maximum of such increase shall not 
exceed 40 per centum on the yearly pay as provided 
by law. The foregoing provisions shall be applica- 
tle to pilots who baveserved J0 years in the revenue 
cutter service, aud pilots may act as inspectors of 
customs, in the discretion of the officers command- 
ing their respective vessels. Promotions in the 
Service shall hereafter be made according to senior- 
ity aud existing law. From this it would appear 
that Senator Sherman is not himself satisfied with 
the position he bas assumed in opposition to the bill 
for which he proposes this substitute. Or possibly 
he seeks to accomplish by strategy what he cannot 
secure by direct opposition. He iw well aware 
of the fact that the reporting of the new measure 
would make action at this session impossible. Rev- 
enue officers will do well to remember Mr. Lincola’s 
proverb about swapring horses when you are oross- 
ing a stream. There is a chance that the original 
bill may be passed this session: we can see no possi- 
bility whatever of getting a new measure through. 





If those who desire legislation for the Revenue 
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Marine Service hold together they may seoure what 
they ask. If they divide they will get nothing. 














THE assignments of the West Point graduates are 
to be made on or before September 1. Had the Seo- 
retary of War not been absent from Washington 
they would doubtless bave been made ere this, for 
be ceased some days ago to entertain any further 
hopes for the passage of the artillery increase bill 
this session. The names of the senior graduates 
were nominated as additional 2d lieutenants in the 
Eogineer Corps some days ago, but nothing has 
been gained by sending 1n their names in advance 
of the others, as they have not yet been confirmed 
and probably will not be until the remainder of the 
class are nominated. The Commanding General has 
recommended that sixteen of the gradustes be as- 
signed as additionals in the artillery arm and the re- 
maining twenty-four to vacancies existing in the 
cavalry and infantry, butis the light of the uncer- 
tain prospects of the passage of the artillery bill it 
is quite probable that a less number than sixteen 
will be aszigned to the artillery. There are now 
nearly enough vacancies in the cavalry and infantry 
arms to provide for the entire class, there being 
forty-five altogether, leaving only five to be pro- 
vided for in addition to the four assigned to the En- 
gineer Corps. The following is alist of existing va- 
cancier, by regimentr, including those depending 
upon the confirmation of the three officers nomin- 
ated for staff positions: Cavalry—One each in the 
3d, 4tb, 5tb, 7th and 8th; twoin the 2d, and three in 
the 10th. [nfantry—Obne each in the 2d, 5tb, 6th, 7th, 
8th, 9tb, 1ltb, 12th, 13tb, 16tb, 20th and 224; two each 
in the 30, 4tb, 17th, 19:b, 21st, 23d, 24th and 25th; 
three in the 14tb, and four in the 18th. 








Tux Marine <ociety, probably the oldest public 
association in the State of New York, was organized 
in November, 1769, thirty two promivent merchants 
meeting at the Exchange, at the foot of Broad 
street, and adopting a series of by-laws which in 
April of the following year formed the basis of a 
royal charter incorporating, in the tenth year of 
George III., “Tae Marine Society of the City of New 
York, in the Province of New York, in America,’’ 
with a membersbip of seventy-two persons and £200 
in its treasury. lo 1789, after the Revolution, it was 
furtber incorporated by act of the legislature, the 
word Province being changed to State. The Society 
has made three cunspicuous public demonstrations, 
in 1788, in a procession of citizens gotten up in ap- 
proval of the Articles of the National Constitution ; 
in 1759, when thirteen of its members, all veteran 
shipmastersr, with Capt. Randall as coxswain, rowed 
George Washington, the first President of the United 

’ States, ina barge from Elizabethtown Point to New 
York, and in 1859, when the twenty-third President, 
Benjamin Harrison, was received in an exactly sim- 
ilar mapoer. They also took part in the ceremonies 
of last Saturday, attending the removal of the re- 
maiaos of John Ericsson to Sweden. 








Tue House Military Committee this week re- 
ported favorably, as a substitute for 4972, 11868, 
for marking the lines of battle and position of 
troops at Gettysburgb, Pa. The bill provides for 
the appointment of “three Commissioners, each of 
whom sball have been participants (query, ‘a par- 
ticipant ?') in the battle of Gettysvurgb, and one of 
whom shall bave been an officer of the Army of 
Nortbern Virginia. They are to receive not tu ex- 
veed $10 for eavh day of actual service und may 
appoint clerical assistants and a superintendent. 
One member of the Commission must be an engi- 
neer, to be detuiled from the active or retired list of 
theArmy. The Commission 1s to lay out the battle- 
field and mark with suitable tablets the various 
positions, and the Attorney General is to take pro- 
ceedings to acquire title to the property, which is 
thereafter to be under the care and supervision of 
the Secretary of War.’’

THE GILLIS-REED COURT OF INQUIRY. 


Tue record of proceedings ot the Court of Inquiry 
cenvened in July last on board of the Richmond at 
Hampton Roads, Va., for the purpose of investizat- 
ing certain allegations and complaints made by Rear 
Admiral James H. Gillie, U.S. N., as commander- 
in-chief of the South Atlantic Station, against Cap- 
tain Allen V. , U.S. N., as commanding officer 
of the Richmond, together with certain allegations 
and complaints made by Capt. Reed against Rear 
Admiral Gillis, bas recently been under considera- 
tion by the Department, and the proceedings and 
findings of the court have been approved. 

Except as totwoor tbree matters of mipor im- 
portance, but one of the allegations and complaints 
made by Rear Admiral Gillis against Capt. ed is 
found by the court to be sustained by the evidence, 
pamely, that certain language used by Capt. Reed 
in a letter addressed to the Secretary of the Navy 
was disrespectful to. Rear Admiral Gillis. The court 
also found the several allegations and complaints 
against Rear Admiral Gillis sustained substantially 
as made by Capt. Reed. 

Upon its findings the court expressed the opinion 
that turtber proceedings should be had in the case 
of Rear Admiral Gillis, but not against Capt. Reed. 
The Department concurred in the opinion of the 
court that the facts ascertained would warrant the 
further proceedings recommended ; but, in consid- 
eration of Rear Admiral Gillis’s record of long and 
taithful service to the Navy, together with the fact 
that, in pursuance of existing law, his active ser- 
vice must, within a period of three years, be term- 
inated by bis transfer to the retired list, and believ- 
ing that the interests of the Service wii! not be in- 
juriously affected by disposing of bis case otherwise 
than by reference to a Court-martia), it bas decided 
not to refer the case to a Court-martial and has ad- 
dressed a communication to each of the officers con- 
cerned, furvishing them with a copy of the flading 
ot the court, and of the Department's action thereon.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSIUN. 


The following resolution was introduced in the 
House, Aug. 23, by Mr. Chipman of Michigan, and 
referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs: The 

reamble recites the Act of March 3, 1887, requir- 
ng one vessel to be built of American material. and 
states that it ap by a report made by the U. 8. 
Consul at Santiago de Cuba, Nov. 21, 1889, that 
the Juraqua Iron Company (limited) is “ shipping in 
steamers under the British flag’’ large amounts of 
ore from the Island of Cuba,a Spanish possession. 
for “use by the Bethlehem Iron Company,” and 
that the stockholders of said company are largely 
com posed of capitalist ia Pennsylvania; “Be it re- 
solved, Thac the Secretary of the Navy be requested 
to inform the House, if not incompatible with the 
public interests, whether said company (the Bethle- 
hem Iron Company) is importing and using for the 
manufacture of steel forgings, which it has con- 
tracted to furnish to the Government of the United 
States under the aforesaid act of 1887, any ore im- 
ported from tbe Island of Cuba er anv other for- 
eign country into the United States. Whether it is 
not practicable to find in the State of Michigan 
er elsewhere in the United States, ore suitable in 
p omeny | and sufficient in quantity for the manufac- 
ture of such steel as the said company has agreed to 
furnish to the Government of the United States 
under said act, and what reason or excuse said com- 
pany bas to offer or has given, if any, for importing 
and using foreign ores for the manufacture of armor 
plates and vessels instead of American; and fur- 
ther, whether any such company or person engaged 
in furnishing steel or other material for use in the 
manufacture of naval veasels of the United States 
and their armaments is using foreign material in the 
manufacture thereof.” 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


According to the Re lican of Aug. 23, the ex- 
pertt, Hare and F.R. Bull, at the U.S. Armory, 
have for some time been testing the various types of 
smokeless explosives. The apartment set aside for 
the experiments isin the north Lof the carpenter 
shop. The lican savs the tests have been par- 
tially satisfactory, Dick Hare superintending them, 
while Bull is at work =eoe a new design of cart- 
ridge. This cartridge will havea small charge at its 
base sufficient to start the projectile on its way, 
whicb, *“ plunging througcb an adjacent tube, almost 
immediately comes in contact with a second and 
much more powerful charge that gives it the re- 
quired velocity.”” We quote the reporter’s account 
verbatim, and leave it to our readers to make their 
own designs of the cartridge. The experiments 
with Emmeosite do pot appear tol. \ve been satisfac- 
tory, that explosive securing good i. v. results only 
at the cost of great pressure in the chamber. From 
the writer's description of the stock of explosives in 
‘‘ glass-stopper bottles containing what would at 
first sight seem to be peculiar graine,” it is obvions 
tbat the experts have to do with the new chemical 
compounds, which are fast coming to grief rather 
than to a thorougbly scientific treatment of the 
only reliab)e explosive for military purposes, com- 
mon black gunpowder. 





Dr. Justin has made another experiment with bis 
projectile designed to firedynamite from powder 
guns and succeeded in destroying his gun even more 
effeciually than on the former occasion. The 
gun used on this occusion scattered its frag- 
ments fur miles around. 





In a little more than two months the Naval Ord- 
nance Proving Ground at Annapolis, where for 
many years past the great guns for the Navy have 
been tried, will be practically abandoned and the 
guos will tnereafter be tested at the new proving 
grounds at Indian head. on the Maryland side of the 
Potomac River, a short distance below Mt. Vernon. 
Work on the new ground is progressing very ra- 
pidly. One of the last events of importance at the 
Annapolis Proving Ground will be the competitive 
trial of armor pilates, which will take place some- 
time this fall. There has recently been completed 
at the Naval Ordnance Foundry in Washington, a 
special six inch gup, made expressly for these tests. 
It 13 36 calibres in leugtb, being just 2-ft. 6-in. longer 
than the standard s1x inch gun, and is intended to 
give a very high initial velovity to the projectile. 
it wae completed in 52 days, which is the shortest 
time in which a six-inch gun has yet been turned 
out at the Washington Foundry. This gua, will 
eventually form part of the armament of one OF the 
new cruisers. 





The foreign papers report that Messrs. Colt have 
bought the American rights tu the Gifford patents 
for £200,000. The French Government is said to be 
experimenting on the application of the Giffard 
prisciple to cannon of the largest size. Voubdtful. 





The Navy Department has acquired the right to 
manufacture the Whitehead torpedo in this coun- 
try. The terms of the agreement are not known, 
but are much less than $200,000, as some of the daily 
papers have iotimated. Tney are to be manufac- 
tured at the Washington Navy-yard.

TRIAL OF THE SAN FRANCISCO. 


A DESPATCH announces that the trial trip of the 
new crui-er San Francisco took place iu Santa Bur- 
bara Channel Aug. 27 and resulted in a successful 
run of over four consecutive ‘houre; during which 
time the cruiser made an average speed of nineteen 
and fifty-one one bundredths knots per hour, and 
probably won the premium of $100,000 for ber build- 
ere, the Union lron Works of San Francisco. The 
first four miles of the run, itis said, were made in a 
little over twelve minutes, and this rute of speed 
was maintained until the end of the forty-ninth 
mile was reached. The time consumed in running 
the forty miles was two hours one minute and tbir- 
teen seconds, making an average rate of speed of 
nineteen and eight-tenths knots. The cruiser, after 
completing the first stretch of the course, made 
a long turn at tull speed. During the return 
trip the water used in cooling parts of the ma- 
chipery got into the ducts which supply the current 
of air used in a forced draught, and the fans conse- 
quently commenced to force water into the fur- 
paces. it was therefore necessary to stop the fans 
for several minutes, until the water could be 
pumped out of the ducts,and by doing this the 
steam ran down. The builders claim that a delay 
of fully four minutes was caused by this accident. 
The cruiser made the last forty miles in two hours 
four minutes and forty-four seconds, making tbe 
total for the whole run of four hours five minutes 
and fifty seven seconds, or an average of 19 51-100 
kuotr. he maximum revolutions vuring the trial 
was 131 and a general average from 126 to 128. Ev- 
erything was favorabie for the triai—smooth sea, 
clear day.

The engines of the San Francisco were designed

elville superintending the making of the designs. 
The bull of the vessel was designed by Chief Navai 
Constructor T. D. Wilson. The principal dimen- 
sions of the San Francisco are: Lengtb, 310 feet; 
breadtb, 49.) feet; mean draught, 18.9 feet. Her in- 
dicated norse power is 10,500 and ber coal capacity 
800 tone. She bas 4,083 tons displacement, and is 
rigged as a tbree-masted schooner. She is built of 
miid steel and uparmored, with the exception of a 
protective deck extending fore and aft. 

Commodore Jono Irwin, telegraphed Secretary 
Tracy, Aug. 28, that the San Francisco had made 
19.7 knots wichout allowance for correction for 
tidal retardation, and President Scott of the Union 
lron Works telegraphed to Engineer-in-Chief Mel- 
ville that the corrected speed over the measured 
course of 80 knots will ve 19.75. The average speed 
of the run, taken by a Waiker patent log, is given 
at 25.24 kuots, but the patent jog isin distavor for 
measuring fast speeds, and this will not be used in 
making up her record. It 1s interesting, however, 
for comparison with the Baltimore, which accord- 
ing toa Walker lug, attained ae of 20.06 on her 
horse power trial trip. The nm Francisco has 
beaten this, using the same means of measurement, 
and she has beaten the record of the Philadelphia 
of 19.678 knots on tbe measured course. A better 
idea of the speed can be obtained when it is con- 
sidered that 20.06 knots is equal to 23 land miles, 
and that the crumwer travelled half that distance in 
less than half an hour,

Tue dress parade which closed the duty of Thurs- 
day in the camp of the 69th ment was a good 
ove marred only by the defects noted 10 my prev- 
ious letter. It was astonishing to note the differ- 
ence iu the manual of arms at these dress parades, 
with Col. Cavanagh in command; the snap and 
vigor with which the men took hold, and the gen- 
eral confidence displayed, as compared with the 
bandling of the pieces, at the compeny and battal- 
ion drills. The men knew and appreciated that 
they bad a master, and accordingly. The 
sorry is, that the “old man,” as be is familiarly 
termed in the regiment, was not physically strong 
enough to handle the regiment as a body during the 
battalion drills of the week, and though great 
progress was made, a still better return of the week's 
work would have been shown on the reports of the 
drill inspections had the colonel been directing 
the movements. However, the 69th bas no reason 
to be ashamed of the work done under the 
direction of their lieutenant-colone! and major. 

On Thureday night Capt. Soheps Signal Corps, 
four volunteers, Messrs. Bradweil, McAllister, Davis 
and Bruen, with a detachment from the regiment, 
gave the State officers an exhibition of signaling 
with the flasb and torch, and though the ral poured 
in torrents, the signals from Furnace Hill, on the 
southern side of Annsvilie Creek, to the Dunderberge 
on the western side of the Hudson River, were 
clear and distinct, word after word being taken in 
the camp by Capt. Thurston, and repeated for the 
information of the adjutant-general and the other 
State officers. The experiment was a success, and 
from this night's work, may be counted upon as 
certuin, the organization of a regimental signal 
corps in the 69th. Tne four volunteer signal men 
were indefatigable in their work, morning, noon and 
night, rain or shine, their flags or torches were at 
work, and their example of soldierly duty was an 
ebject lesson to the regiment. 

riday’s work was a repetition of the duty of the 
week, company drill, with skirmish in the early 
morning, gu mount and battalion drill by wing 
under the junior field officers. This, with a skirmish 
drill by battalion in the afternoon and a dress pa- 
rade, if we except the guard mounting of Saturday, 
closed the wilitary instruction of the week, for on 
Saturday drills were dispensed with, as it was de- 
cided to strike camp at mid-day. As a total, the 
week in cawp of the 69th must be termed a sucvess, 
if one compares the demoralized condition of the 
command at firat, and the body of soldiers 
formed on the color line to pay the final ceremonies 
at the breaking of the camp. As stated in my pre- 
vious letter, the men are aoxious and willing to 
learn, are obedient and respectful, but they expect 
to find and must be assured that toeir commandure 
are more competent than themselves, This fact once 
established and there need be no further trouble as 
to discipline and duty. 

Of the week’s work the greatest fault must be 
found with the sentinel duty, and bere again the 
offivers were to blame, for the direct instructions 
and orders given to non-com. officers and privates 
by Capt. Thurston, the guard instructor of the 
camp, were time and again ignored and contra- 
dicted by officers of the day and guard. One in- 
stance of the utter failure of officers to comprebend 
their respective duties and one that has not hereto- 
fore appeared in print, will suffice to show bow sen- 
tinels can be switched on the wrong track by iguor- 
ance or carelessness, 

One of the visitors to the camp on Thursday, 
who by the way is an officer of one of our city regi- 
mente, was forved to remain over uight on account 
of the storm. As & guest be was given the counter- 
sign, and after taps in passing from the quarters as- 
signed him was compelled to pass the cordon of 
sentries to the camp proper. The challenge of the 
sentinel was duly aoswered and the countersiga 
avknowledged as correct; but thie sentry further 
volunteered the information tbat “ Be gor, you'll 
not go back with that password.” The visitor 
thought nothing of this special information at the 
time, but on bis return to quarters was brought up 
standing at the point of the sentry’s bayonet, with 
the words, “I tould you that you couldn’t go out 
with that password.”’ The corporal of the relief and 
then the officer of the guard were calied, and from 
the noise made, Capt. Thurston sought the cause of 
commotion, when to his disgust he found that the 
poor sentry was correct, for bis instructions were to 

ass all men in with the “ countersigo,”’ but be was 

urther given the “ parvie” and toid that was the 
word on which persons were to be passed out of 
camp. Capt. Thurston por the officer of the guard 
slept well that night. Wedonot know what hap- 
pened to the unfortunate sentry. 

One good point must stand to the record of the 
regiment, their staunch adberence to the reyjuest of 
the officers to refrain from visiting Duophby's can- 
teen, and though we do pot assert that al! stayed 
away, when it is considered that there were 700 wen 
in camp during the week, the few who disobeyed 
the request sbould not be vonsidered ; and that the 
guardnouse was always empty of prisoners ir, ia- 
deed, a white feather to be added to the green 
plume of the regiment. The weather during the 
week was all that could be desred, and though 
storms were frequent, as the Rev. Fatoer Kelly re- 
marked, “God was good to the fairies and the fairies 
were good to the Irish.”” When it did rain, it was 
always at night, and not a single drill was sus- 
pended. Asa whole, the 69tn bad a most successful 
week in camp, and iully satisfied the expectations 
of Gen. Porter. .

ne attendance, as sbowa in the morning reports was, with 
the exception of the 13th Regiment,all that could be de- 
sired, bus the bie failure of the men to turn out at 
company and 
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which sbould be investigated. Of the general big A ip camp 
the gravest fault was in the immense of time io the 
formation of companies and battalions. drum beat al- 
lows sufficient ioterval between the calls to permit the men 
to get ready,so that atthe “fallin” of the sergeant they 
should be promptiy in ranks. Instead, we bave seen these 

Dts wander-up and down —~ ~ 9 streets bunting up 
late mer. Adjutant’s call is sou and these sergeants 
must report actual strength ; consequently these shirkers 
are allowed to go scot free,and generally laugh at their 
comrades for their attention to duty. Special attention 
sbould be paid to this class of mep. A reduction of pay and 
extra duty for absence from compapy and battalion drill 
might bave the desired effect. It isan evil that needs care- 
fui consideration. 

Genera! Orders No. 13, c. s., General Headquarters, S.N.Y., 
prescribes the military exercises to be executed and prac- 
ticed in camp shall consist of such tactical movements as 
cannot be carried out iv armories, of the skirmish drill, and 
of schouis of theoretical instruction for officers and non- 
commissioned officers. Why then were the companies and 
battalions permitted to fritter away their time on company 
drills and tbe Manual of Arms? These certainly should 
have been taught in the armories. Again, the almost utter 
failure in guard duty, ceremony and sentinel work. This, 
too, should bave been taught in the armories. Every officer 
knows that bis command will visit camp at least once ever. 
two years, yet the most impcrtant duty of camp or field 
service is neglected until tbe occasion requires, and evea 
then the brunt ot the work of iustruction is thrown on the 
shoulders of an officer detailed by the State, and completely 
ignored by company and regimeota! officers. 

There is one means of readily correcting these failures in 
the proper instruction of the National Guard. Detail a 
sufficient number of officers to the Lospector-General’s De- 
partweot—there are plenty of good ones who would voluu- 
teer—to supervise the drills of companies and regiments 
duriog the wioter months,and make reports of the duty 
pertormed by each command. It is pot necessary that these 
Officers should report at armones on stated occasions, nor 
peed they be in uniform, their visits should be unexpected, 
and from their reports ube abilities of officersand the in- 
struction and reliubilities of companies and regiments can 
be estim at general headquarters. A bureau of know- 
ledge is e8tablished whicb in time woul. ve of incaiculable 
value in cases Of suduen emergency, tor from these reports 
the Adjutant General could at a moment's notice selec! offi- 
cers tor any special ve Fe compunies and regiments for 
serious work, and be satisfied that the duty or work would 
be well pertormed. Besides when commanding officers 
know that tbe result o1 their weekly drills are transmitted 
to headquarters, the percentage of duty will be increased 
and the instruction most thorougb. Incompetent or care- 
less Officers will not dare toremain in the service. Sucha 
pian it carried out io a proper minner would redound to 
the general good of the National Guard. 

On two occasionos during the past season was the N. Y. 
State Camp the scene of anything but what the authorities 
desired, aod the cause was p.cnics. Wereter to the overflow 
of the so-called jolly frienos ot the Kingston company, and 
were surprised that the officers and men of that excellent 
Organization did pot thec and there repudiate them and 
force them irom the ump. By tbe action of these so called 
treads and picnickers the rep ivn of the company is 
somewhat tarnistred, Tbe other was the picnic of the vet- 
erans and friends of the 69th. We ueed uot repeat the de- 
tails of this flasco. We live to learn, and there is little doubt 
that in future years orgavized picnics and pleasure parties 
will be deoied access to the camp. 

Anotber puiat whick was brought to the attention of the 
pubiic, and one thet should be looked atter, is the frequent 
clash between the Siate officials and the regimental com- 
mander On duty, during tbe temporary absence of General 
Porter. The rules and reguiatious established for the zov- 
erument of the camp should not be altered or amended 
cause a color el finds bimeeif C. O. of the camp tor a brief 
period, The State officials detailed vt the camp are specially 
selected for their abilities. Toey have the welfare of the 
camp and its occupants at heart, know full well what is re- 
quired, and their work should not be interfered with, be- 
cause perchance it goes counter to the wishes of some col- 
onel, who feels bis brief authority. 








THE GUARDSMEN AND THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


IN company with many others, I bave observed, with 
much regret, the hasty and ill-tempered letter from a cor 
respondent at Mr. Greina, putLlished August 16. The Army 
upd National Guard are gradually and surely coming to- 
gether, and be who by apy ill-udvised action prevents closer 
relations between them, dese: ves the reprobation of all pa- 
triotic citizens. But we also regret that the letter should 
bave been replied to in the spirit in which your co: respon- 
dents A. D. and Col. Gilchrist answer it. For both of the 
latter ussume that the“ cap tits’? Guardsmen every where. 
They fail to see that it is of Mt. Gretna, and Mt. Gretna 
Ouly, the * Kegular ” was speaking. 

It seems about time to puncture that bubble, the N. G. P., 
that miserable imitation of a Regular Army, which 
is constuntly held up to us as a muuvel, and is constantly 
proviog to us it 1s anytbing but a model. In an in- 
cautious mowent, some years ago, Gen. Sherman made a 
casual remark in praise of the National Guard of Pennosyl- 
vaniu. Ever since, every Pennsyivaoiao has felt it his 
bounden duty to quote that remark, in and out of season. 
It_ is to be expected that a Pennsyivaoian will tell you, 
“General Sherman says we bave tne finest National Guard,” 
just as much as it 1s to be expected that a Bostonian will 
claim that Boston 18 the hub of the universe. This is the 
claim, and tne Pennsylvanians have made it so often that 
we are all tired of bearing it. We are also ver) tired of 
encountering the ** kaow-it-all” spirit of which your cor- 
respondent speaks so feelingly. Pennsylvania bas no desire 
to leern anything from the Army or National Guard. Her 
ways are the ways, her uoiform tbe only desirable uniform, 
ber methods the only proper mcthous—io ber own estima- 
tion. And it wakes no difference that she is told ber 
metbods of organizing and maintaining a National Guard 
deprives tbe service of ull attructiveness to a desirable ciags 
of recruits, or tbat the uniform she imposes upon her sol- 
diers is not the Army upilorm, but a cheap, shoddy imita- 
tion thereof, which disfigures officers and men, and destroys 
pride in personal appearance, or tbat her way of holding 
encampments produces poor results—sne knows it all. 

But others think differently, inciuding ey correspon- 
dent. Opportunities of seeing the N. G. P. in its entirety 
were affurced at the inauguration ceremonies at Wasbing- 
ton, ana the Washington Ceutennial ia New York. The re- 
suit was a bitter disappointment to its friends, and derisive- 
comments, or silence that was worse than comment, by press 
ana people. Toe Pennsylvania diviviona were regarded as 
an upsigbtly and tiresome teature of a brilliant procession, 
in New York. And at Wasbington, the riotous conduct of 
many regiments led to an indignant protest trom the citi- 

ns against further visits by the Penosyivania Militia. 

rom Mt. Gretna also, unpleasant reports have recently 
cone, leaving little doubt in the minds of those who have 
heard them that the encampment was mismanaged. 

Now it was with these troops the lot of your correspond- 
ent was cast. He saw the National Guard as it was at Mt. 
Gretna, not as it can be seen at Peekskill, Sea Girt or Ni- 
antic.

We must, therefore, in New York, protest against infer- 
ences that the language used by your correspondent applies 
to us as well austothe N.G.P. The cap does not fit us, and 
we will pot wear it.

A SCHOOL of instruction for the officers and non-com.

The percussivn shell can be fired effec- 
tively ut five miles. The caissons, battery wagon and forge 
are ready for issue. The barness will complete the equip- 
ments. e members are enthusiastic over the prospect of 
a practice march tor eigbt days during the latter part of 
September. The march will be on Long Island, where a 
good range can be secured for target practice. A magazine 
is in course of erection in the armory. It will be capableof 
holding thousands of rounds of sbeil. sbrapne! and canister, 
and also small-arms ammunition. The recent changes in 
the battery—the election of Lieut. W. A. Cable and the 
resignation of Lieut. Oscar L. Rogers—give universal satis- 
faction among the officers and men.

Altbough considerable rainy weather was experienced 
during the week, it interfered but slightly with the pre- 
scribed duties, and the tour of duty was one of profit.

Cthan its neighbor 
from Buston. Guard duty receivea but little attention in 
the artillery battalion, 

Massachusetts provides its enlisted men with fatigue caps, 
with drooping visors, and in orders directs that they be 
worn, yet in the artillery many instances were noticed 
where men wore the straight visored cap, in direct violation 
of general orders from the Adjutant-Genera!'s Office. 

Tne cavairy battalion exbibited a marked improvement 
over the camp of 1889; the discipline, with tew exceptions, 
was good,and military courtesy equalto any io the field. 
The police of the camp was excellent,and much time and 
attention was cevoted to drill. The men of this command, 
as a rule, are beyond middie age, and too beavy to ever be- 
come ideal cavalrymen. Like the artillery, little attention 
is paid to guard duty.

Tue Vermont N. G. went into camp at Bradford on Tues- 
day, Aug. 19, and remained uotil saturday. The camp was 
named in honor of the Assistant Secretary of War, L. A. 
Grant. Camp details arrived on Monday and put everything 
in order for the companies, which were under canvas by 
12 Mm. Tuesday. Guard was immediately mounted and the 
companies went to work at company drill. The first dress 
parade, at 6 P. M., evinced a fair state of things, when it is 
considered that twelve months bave passed since they were 
in tine. Wednesday was given up to battalion drills, of four 
companies each, under the majors, the light battery march- 
lng two miles into the country. Dre-s parade showed an 
improvement. Thursday Lieut. 8. B. Foote, 4th Artillery, 
U. 8. A., inspected the companies and tested the skill of the 
otticers by requiring each captain and lieutenaat to take 
command and execute problems io tactics which he gave 
them. Fuller's Battery had its first sbeil practice witn 3.2 
io. B L. rifles, firing at a target 8x12 1ft.; distance supposed 
to be 6,800 1t. Un Friday this practice was cootinued, The 
new tactics were used‘in the battery, and were well liked in 
many ways, but not in all. Teams from all the companies 
shot for a silver trophy, which was won by the cre team, 
The Rutland Herald presented a sword to Capt. Gray, and 
about 25 men received long service medals. Secretary of 
War Proctor reviewed the troops, as did the Governor. 
There was a large crowd in atiteodance,and the review 
showed to good advantage. The criticisms and suggestions 
of Lieut. Leary, 4th Artillery, last year, bad a beneficial 
effect this year. The march past was all that could be de- 
sired, the meo looking finely, and bandliug themselves well. 
The camp was clean and quiet; the arrangement of the 
cump could have been improved; the ground wassmali and 
rough, and not equal to the location of eleven years pre- 
vious in the same town: the water facilities were inave- 
quate. The formation of a twelve-company regiment has 
been a decided gain. The embarkation of the troups was 
attended with considerable delay, und as the rain was pour- 
ing it did not belp tne situation. Oae notabie feature of 
the camp was the presence ot Co. F,4 hb Infantry, U. 3. A., 
Lieut. Hoyt in command. This company cooked their tood 
“army fasbion ;” they lived as suiaiers and not as summer 
bourders, but the peculiarity about their food was that their 
cook showed more skill and knew bow to get upa meal 
betuer than most of tne hotel cooks. They drilled, with the 
Srate troops as spectators, and tuught the way solasers do 
by example that canpot faii to nave a great ¢ff-ct tor goud, 
and the unanimous opioion among men and vffivers, 8» far 
as your correspondent could learn, was that its vaiue was 
of tbe bighest order, and of more benefit than any single 
thing that bas ever happened, the men and officers impart- 
ing information with pieasure. They were exceeding heip- 
ful in all things. The detailing of Regular officers to this 
State is popular with the peopie as well as troops. Tae 
attendance was 97 per cent. of the enlistment. Nu illness 
incamp. This camp was another illustration of how the 
time tor practical work is taken up by ceremonies, and ue- 
monstrated that the camp time must be extended, or the 
troops put in'oa permanent camo, uader similar regula- 
tions to Massachusetts or New York.

THE second trial of Lieut. Augustin de Lturbide, 
of the Mexican Army, for publishing a letter vriti- 
cizing the Government, commenced Aug. 26. He 
was tried four months ago and sentenced to dis- 
missal from the army for 10 years, disability to hold 
office, and imprisonment for 10 months, but ap- 
pealed to the supreme military tribunal. 


A DESPATCH of Aug. 24, from the City of Mexico, 
states that 18 soldiers from the 9ch Battalion on par- 
ole duty, agreed to desert, “and ata preconcerted 
signal 16 of them, headed by a sergeant, knocked 
down the lieutenant with the stocks of their guns, 
sbooting him twice, and then driving their bayonets 
five times through his head.” The alarm was given, 
a Gesereees pursued, and several of them recap- 

ured.
